Wholesale Meteorology. 


The realm of Old Probabilities is rapidly 
widening. The corps of Smithsonian ob- 
servers, with their series of four hun- 
dred observations, have been transferred 
to him whe Was faithful over a few at 
the start. “The medical department of 
the army, widely scattered and consisting 
of a trained body of men, will henceforth 
repOrt.to tlie central signal office where 
sits enthroned our mystic, but emi- 
nently reliable weather prophet. With 
these additions it «is confidently 
believed that the weather predictions of 
the bureau will closely approximate ac- 
curacy. The astonishing results of the 
past few years were attained in a limited 
fleld and with an incomplete organiza- 
tions When we remember what has 
been accomplished under such circum- 
stances, there seems to be no limit to the 
future possiblities of meteorological 
science. 

But our weather chief is not content 
with the observation of American cur- 
rents and American phenomena; he longs 
for an international system that shall 
embrace the whole world. Since January 
last, observations have been regularly 
taken at two hundred stations out of this 
country, at the. same hours in the day 
that similar ones are made in this coun- 
try. Through an arrangement with sev- 
eral foreign powers these reports are for- 
warded to Washington semi-monthly, 
where they are consolidated with the re- 
sults of our service, and the whole then 
affords a basis for scientific conclusions. 
Such observations, simultaneously gather- 
edfrom many parts of the world, will 
yet lead to the discovery of the laws of 
atmospheric motion on the largest scale, 
and a true science of weather. 

It is believed that a complete interna- 
tional system would soon let the bureau 
correctly predict the weather for days in 
advance. The tracks of low barometer— 
which means disturbances in wind, mois- 
ture and electricity—have already been 
roughly mapped for this continent. 
One well defined track runs along 
the Atlantic coast in suggestive 
coincidence with the gulf stream; 
another, along the Pacific coast 
in like coincidence with the Japancse 
current, and one across the castern por- 
tion of the continent tending to the north- 


Lawrence basin. As soonas these tracks 
are verified, we have but to ascertain the 
conditions and causes of the initial low 
pressures to grasp the key to a substantial 
and valuable knowledge of the fickle 
sea which engulfs us. All things are 
possible now. And we have full faith 
that the national weather prophets of the 
world will yet be able to define the birth- 
place and career of every wind that 


blows.

Naval Stores. 


The Valdosta Times says that the 
forests of North Carolina, after supplying 
the world with a large portion of her 
naval stores for half a century, are be- 
coming exhausted, and that the attention 
of capitalists and manufacturers is being 
turned towards the immense tracts of 
young and thickly-set timber in Southern 
Georgia. Three railroads—the Atlantic 
and Gulf, the Brunswick and Albany and 
the Macon and Brunswick —traverse the 
boundless forests of the state. They ter- 
minate in good harvors which are not far 
removed from the pine woods that can be 
made to yield immense quantities of tur- 
pentine and similar products. The pro- 
ducer of naval stores who is near the line 
of any of these roads will, therefore, 
have the assurance of amarket and full 
cash prices. 

The railroad companies would be vast- 
ly benefitted, would, in fact, be lifted 
from their present depressed condition, 
by a strong extension of the business of 
gathering what our forests are ready to 
produce at the motion of their proprie- 
tors. Two of the railroad companies 
that we have mentioned have already 
shown a lively appreciation of the situa- 
tion. They are making arrangements 
for the cheap transportation of crude 
turpentine, and of the empty barrels, to 
and from the distilleries, thus affording 
to land-owners along their lines an op- 
portunity to work their own timber at 
the best advantage. 

In urging the people of the southern 
part of the state to produce turpentine, 
the Times the business hard- 
ly knows any disasters; it can :

We have heard that it is contemplated by 
our brethren of the democratic party of 
Fulton, to make an effort to nominate a 
Fulton county man for senator of the 35th 
district, at the approaching senatorial con- 
vention on the first Tuesday in September, 
thus depriving Clayton of its turn, and in 
violation of a solemn agreement entered 
into when the district was formed, that the 
counties should each be entitled to a sena- 
tor in rotation. 

Whether this matter is suggested by the 
solid, substantial, fair dealing men of our 
party in Fulton, or whether itis the result 
of an overwrought anxiety of a brigade of 
aspirants for the honor, we are not definite- 
ly informed.

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The Rich Men of Britain. 


A million of British peasants are re- 
ported ill at ease, and the reader will not 
wonder that it is so in the face of sur- 
rounding facts. For example, the Eng- 
lish county of East Sussex has 800 square 
miles, and is almost exclusively the prop- 
erty of the Duke of Richmond and the 
Baron of Lechfield. The young Mar- 
quis of Bute has an income of £500,000 
a year, and not long ago his agent spent 
nearly £2,000,000 in repairing and alter- 
ing his magnificent manor and estate of 
Crichton Mount Staurt, the Marquis’ res- 
idence near Cardiff. Mr. Bright once 
instanced the case of a nobleman with 
an income of £120,000, who annually 
spent £40,000, and laid down the remain- 
ing £80,000 in ‘‘ rounding” his property 
by buying up every parcel of ground 
contiguous,to his estate which he could 
induce the owners to sell. An article in 
Harper's gives about a score of names 
with the following incomes: 

One-quarter of Scotland is owned by 
eight noblemen, of whom the chicf are 
the Dukes of Hamilton, Buccleuch, and 
Sutherland, the Marquis of Bute, and the 
Earl of Breadalbane. The Duke of West- 
minister, besides Belgrave and Eaton 

uare, and a large part of the fashion- 
able quarter of Westminister, owns the 
magnificent manor of Eaton Hall, near 
Chester, Halkin House on Flintshire, and 
Motcombe House in Dortshire, each sur- 
rounded by thousands of acres. The 
Duke of Ledford owns the group of 
squares in that central part of London 
called ‘‘ Bloomsbury;” also Covent Gar- 
den Theater and Covent Garden Market, 
many streets leading from the Strand on 
either side, and blocks of houses at the 
West End, and one of the most splendid 
of English rural estates at Woburn Ab- 
bey. ‘The Earl of Derby owns almost 
square miles of blocks in Liverpool and 
Knowlsley; his ancestrial country-seat is 
larger than most New England town- 
ships. The Duke of Sutherland is able to 
ride by rail from sunrise to sundown on 
his Scotish estate, and has five notable 
castles—Dunrobin, House of Tongue, 
Trentham, Lilleshall, and Chifden. ‘The 
Duke of Devonshire is the lord of eight 
castles, all fof which are rural palaces fit 
for royalty, among them peerless Chats- 
worth and Hardwicke Hall. In London 
he has a residence on Picadilly, where 
land can be worth scarcely less than £10 
a square foot, surrounded by gardens. 
The Earl of Dudley, Earl Brownlow, 
the illiterate Duke of Portland, Baron 
Portman, the Duke of Northumberland, 
the Earlof Abergaveny, the Marquis of 
Salisbury, the Duke of Rutland and 
Marquis Camden have immense rural 
properties, only exceeded in value by 
the quarters they own in central parts. 
The Duke of Buccleuch has ten castles, 
in each of which a liberal domestic es- 
tablishment is kept up all the year.
